In addition, Mr. Blum told me that he proposed 
to answer directly by letter to Senator Bridges the queries which the Senator 
had regarding the heavy influence of IPR on CFA, which questions had been 
referred to me through Mr. Scott of the staff of the Senate Appropriations
